It is to be hoped also, that there will 
be emulation amongst the browers of 
different parts of tho Colony ; there is 
ample room for improvement in tho 
manufacture of this staple Colonial 
betorage. Altogether we may expect 
an impetus to bo given to every 
branch of agrioulluro by the throe 
■hows which are to be held this 
autumn. Every encouragement and 
facility ought to bo given to farmers 
and gardeners desiring to exhibit, and 
if the liberal example, sot by Barnard's 
Express, is followed by tho stoamboat 
proprietors, the utility of the exhibi- 
tions will be much enhanced. Compe- 
titors at agricultural shows, even 
when successful, are not by any m ans 
repaid for tho trouble risk and ex- 
pense incurred by them before a prize 
can bo won ; it is therefore in the 
power of those having the command 
of the means of transit from one 
placo to another, to do muoh towards 
rendering snob, shows successful and 
attractive, by losaeninrr the expense to 
exhibitors ; Mr. Barnard has taken 
the initiative in the most liberal man- 
ner ; wo hope to soo all others who 
have the power to render similar assis- 
tance, hasten to follow so good a load. 

The Fire Department, 

We regret to And from tho annual 
report of the Yiotoria Fi re Depart- 
merit, now before us, that tho funds 
of this most usifut institution are 
languishing; it is impossible that tho 
Department can froe itself from debt 
nuless aid from outside, be liberally 
extended to it. That this most oxceL 
lent and useful institution should bo 
allowed to fall into a crippled state 
for waut of support, is a disgrace to 
the Municipality and to tho Govern- 
ment. It cannot be expeoted that 
those who dovoto their time and la- 
bor to making tho Firo Departments 
of tbo Colony thoroughly officient and 
useful can contribute true entire funds 
nocessary for their support ; nor can 
private citizenB keep up sufficient sub- 
scriptions to mako tho Dopartmont 
indepondont of aid at all times; in 
seasons of depression and stagnation 
ot trade iu any particular locality, 
those institutions which are mainly 
dependent upon voluntary contribu- 
tions for support, invariably suffoi' and 
at suab times it is tho imperative duty 
of thoso who havo tbo chargo of the 
publio purso to render assistance. II 
tho salary of one of tbo unnecessary 
and useless hoads of department, could 
bo appropriated to tho asBistanco of 
tho Firo Dopartmont, or if half the 
monoy laid out in alterations at Gov* 
eminent House this summer had boon 
appropriated to tho same purpose, an 
aot of publio right would havo boon 
done, instead of a publio wrong being 
perpetuatod, or an aot of usoless ex- 
travagance being continued. How- 
#rer, when a private individual has

BY-LAW. 



Wo tho Mayor and Councillors In Council, convened 
by virtue of the Power and Authority vested in 
us by an Aot entitled, » Tho Victoria Municipal 
Ordinance, 1807." 

WHEREAS it la expedient Tor the good Govornmout of 
tho City of Victoria, that a City Found be established for 
tho impounding ol Swlno, Goats and Dogs found at large 
or straying within tbo liraitB or tho said City, and that 
such animals bo deularod a nuisance and disposed of ns 
such. 

Be It theroforo onactod by tho Sfayor and Councillors 
of the said City of Victoria, as IoIIowb : 

1 — That a Public Pound shall bo established for tho 
Impounding of Swino, Goats and Dogs, and a Pound- 
koepcr appointed, who suhj-ct to tho approval of tho 
Mayor and Council or tbo said City, shall bo at liberty 
to appoint ono or muro Deputy or Deputies. . 

2— That from and after the passing of this By-Law, all 
Swine, Gnats and Dogs found at largo or straying In nny 
public way, street, thoroughiaro or unoncluscd land 
within tho City limits f except dogs wearing taga, In con- 
formity with Section 2-4 of tho lly Law, for raising a 
Hovenuo, fur tho uao ol tbu said Major and Council, 
passed by tho Municipal Council of tho said City, the 
Third day ot Junuary, 1S08, or on which tho tat Imposed 
by tho taid By-Law 6hali havo boeu paid) shall ho deemed 
a nuisance, and may ho dealt with as hereafter provided. 

3— All Animals bo round at largo or straying, as afore- 
said may he taken by tbo Pound-keeper or hla Doputy 
or Deputies, or* any other person or persona, and by him 
or thorn delivered over to tho custody of such l'ound- 
Eoeperor bis Deputy or Dopuliea,who shall Impound 
tho snmo in tho City Pound. 

4 — A hook shall bo kept !n which shall ho entered with 
all duo spend, a true and faithful recoru ol tho number ot 
the aulmala Impound od, where they were lound at largo 
or atraying, klso ot tno dato of their receipt, and tho dato 
and mannor of their disposal, and il aold tho namo and 
addition of the purchaser. 

5 — Every animal bo impounded as aforosald shall 
forthwith he advertised by notice In writing, postod at a 
conspicuous place on tho pound gale, and alfo at tho 
olllco of thoClork of the said Municipal Council, In which 
notico shall bo alated.a reasonable description of tho 
animals and the dato of the impounding, and Buch notico 
shall bo kopt bo pojtod for tho space of throo days. 

0— All anlmalB impounded shall ho properly housod 
,uid shall bo luruianeii with ail necessary Buslonanco 
whilst so impounded. 

7 — A fine not exceeding tho sum of two dollars and 
11 fly cents may be levied ur collected on, or In leaped of 
each animal impounded, and a further sum not exceed- 
ing twenty-dvo ceiita for each day or pirt or a day, 
such animal snail bo or c.mtliiuo so Impounded may bo 
levied or collected thereon, or !n respect thereof, In lieu 
and in satisfaction of all charges lor tho housing and 
sustenance thereof. 

S — The ownor of any animal Impounded may at any 
tinio prior to the salo or other disposition tuorcof as 
hereinafter provided, havo the Hamo relcasod on payment 
to iho Cl«ri ol iho Municipal Council of tho lines, chargos 
and expenses chargoahlo thereon uudor tho authority of 
this By-Law and Iu the caso of doga tho ruto or tax 
payable thereon for tho current yoar when Impounded. 

9— On payment of the moneys r6lcrrcd to in tho last 
preceding section of this Ily-Ijiw, an order In writing 

payment sttall UavoUecn' ma lo, binned by the Clerk of 
thu said Municipal Council, shall bu given to Iho person 
making tho payment and on delivering such order to tho 
Pound-keeper or one of his Deputies, tho animal therein 
referred to shall be released. 

10— Every animal an impounded as aforesaid, which 
BbaD not havo bean released within three daya from the 
day on which itslinil havo been first advertised as aforo- 
sald, may be tillered for sale by Public Auction at tho placo 
and time and In manlier hereafter appointed, and shall 
be. sold to tho hlgheai bidder, who shall thereupon bo 
com" the absolute owner thereof nny law to tho contrary 
notwithstanding, 

11 — Public Auctions Tor the sain or animals lo bo aold 
under the authority of this By-Law, shall bo hold at tho 
City Pound on Wednesday and Saturday In each wuek.at 
the hour of twelve o'clock at 1,0011, or at Biich other placo 
or time as the said Municipal Council by notico signed by 
tho Clerk of the said Council and posted at a Conspicuous 
place <>n the Pound Oato and advertised In ono or tho 
dally nowipapers published and circulated in tho Bnld 
city for the space of 0110 calendar month, shall from timo 
to tinio previously appoint, and no such animal shall bo 
Bold except at such auction ; and suoh sales shall bo con- 
ducted by the Pound ki cpor or his Deputy or Deputies or 
ono of them, or audi other person or persona as tho said 
Municipal Council shall from time to time appoint. 

12— The proceeds of every such salo as aforesaid ahsll 
be applied aB follows: In the first placo in or towards 
satisfying nnd discharging tho tines, charges and rates or 
taxes Imposed or authorized tu bo levied or collided 
under this By-Law and tho balance (If any) of such pro- 
ceeds ahall bo carried to an account In the books of tho 
said Municipal Council for uso ol tho owner of finch ani- 
mal tubjoot as horcin inenlionod. 

i:s— All moneys held by tho auld Municipal Counoll tor 
the use of tho owner of any animal sold under tho aa. 
flioritv of this By-Law shall bo dcomod to ho and shall bo 
forfeited to tho said Council, If such peraon shall not cs. 
tnbliah his claim thereto within bIx calends* months 
from thn day on which such animal snail havo boon Im- 
pounded. 

14.— Tho payment or any moneys authorized to be 
lovled or collected undor tho authority of this Bj Law 
and the roleaso of any dogs which m( y havo been Im- 
pounded alinll not exempt or release tho owner or owncra 
of such dog from the payment ol tho penalty imposed by 
tho said By-Law for raising tho Hcvenuo aforesaid. 

16— If any dog shall be offered for salabr I'ublla Auc- 
tion and ahall not ho soldi such dog shall bo destroyod or 
otherwise disposed of as tho said Mayor by writing under 
his hand shall direct. 

IT— The Pound keeper shall previous to ontoring upon 
his duties And one or more sureties for tho faithful per- 
formance of the same in tho sum of ($500) Fivo Hundrod 
DollarB. nnd his hooka Rhall at all times ho open lo tho 
Inspection or tho Municipal Council. 

16— If tho money to nrlso on tho snlo of any animal as
